ORDERS 

New Delhi, the 19th March 1975 

S.O. 148(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 87 of the North-Eastern 
Areas (Reorganisation) Act, 1971 (81 of 1971), I, Fakhruddin Ali Ahmed, President of 
Indio, hereby make the following Order, namely:— 

1. (1) This Order may be called the North-Eastern Areas (Removal of Difficulties) 
Order No. 3. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) "Act" means the North-Eastern Areas (Reorganisation) Act, 1971 (81 of 1971); 

(b) “Composite Board” means the Assam State Electricity Board, constituted for 

the composite State of Assam by the notification of the Government of 
Assam No, PDEL-60/58, dated tho 27th May, 1938, and referred to in 
clause (a) of sub-section (1) of section 33 of the North-Eastern Areas (Re¬ 
organisation) Act, 1971. 

3. Until the undertakings, assets, rights and liabilities of the Composite Board are 
apportioned in accordance with the Provisions of sub-section (3) of section 53 of the 
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Act and until tJie employees of the Composite Board are transferred or re-employed in 
aeeoruanco witn die provisions of sub-section t,J), read wim sub-seetion OE or dial section, 
sued or me unuenaKings, assets, rignts and iiaodiiies and employees as ftave not, under 
Clause nu or suo-section (4) of that section, been directed to be talten over by tbc new 
Boards constnuteu respectively for me ntaics of Assam and Meghalaya, snail be taken 
over Dy tne tooveinmcnt of tnc Union ioi'inory of Mizoram as specified in tlio bcheduie 
to this Order.

(15 The power generating stations along with power transmission mid distribution 
systems, projects under construction for the generation, transmission, distribution and 
utilisation of power, and power ime carrier communication equipment, which are located 
in the Union territory oi Mizoram. 

(ii) Lands, buildings, plant and machinery, tools and equipments, stores, office furni¬ 
ture and equipment and hLlings and stationery, appurtenant or reiatabie to the installations 
and works referred to in paragraph (i) and vehicles which are in use in connection with 
or for the purposes of the said installations and works immediately before the date of 
this Order.

(iv) Employees serving in connection with the installations and works referred to in 
paragraph (i), on the same terms and conditions of service as were applicable to them 
immediately before the date of this Order.

(d) any assets not specified in (a), (b) and (c) above which may accrue up to tho 
date of dissolution of the Composite Board and attributable to the offices, workshops and 
installations located in the Union Territory of Mizoram.

(iii) general reserve; 

(iv) interest on loans and borrowings referred to in (i) and (ii) above; 

(d) any liability not specified in (a), (b) and (c) 'above but which may accrue up to 
he date of dissolution of the Composite Board and attributable to the offices, workshops 
nd installations located in the Union terriory of Mizoram.

S.O. 149(E).—In exercise of the powers coni Are d by clause (a) of sub-section (4) 
of section 33 of the North-Eastern Areas (Reorganisation) Act, 1971 (81 of 1971) and 
in continuation of the Order of the Government of India in the Ministry of Energy, 
Department of Power, No. ELJI.3(ll)/73, dated the 20th January, 1975, read with the
